Details of Some of the Results oJ
JL the Recent Gale.

The Loss or the Tag A. P. "Wright and the
Sufferings of Ilcr Crew The Sad Re-

sults of an Improperly Dis-

played Signal of Distress.

Manistee, Mich., Dec. L The following
additional facts regarding the loss of three
of the life-savin- g crew are learned to-da- y.

Sunday night, when the wind began to
Wow a gale from the northwest, tis
schooner A. J. Dewey, of Manistee, was
lying at Picrport, waiting to load lumber
for Chicago. The tug A. P. "Wright wa3
wilh her, and when the big seas wcrs
driven inshore both were compelled tc
leave. The tug got a line from the schoon-
er and started to tow her to Manistee for
shelter, but the gale kept increasing hi
violence and the vessel labored so heavily
that she gave a sudden lurch, and the
strain on the hawser caused it to part.
One end was swept into the wheel of the
tig, rendering her helpless, and the schoon-
er was lost sight of in the blinding snow
storm.

About three o'clock, after tossing about
in the furious seas for two hours, the tug
struck and rolled over on her side. Then
came the battle for life. The crew con-

sisted of live men, as follows: Captain.
Sam Johnson; engineer, Thomas Vaughn:
lineman, Henry Danforth; fireman, Au-
gust Hegerman: steward, Harry Darreli.
The men clung to the wreck as best they
could, urging each other to be brave and
not give up in despair, and at one time
when young Darreli was about to relax
his hold the engineer put bis arm aroumi
him and held him up. Freezing waves were
sweeping over them and their clothing be-

came rigid with ice. After clinging to
the wreck for three hours, daylight came,
and with no signs of relief. The men by
this time were nearly frozen, and know-
ing that they could not hold on much
longer, Danforth volunteered to make ai
effort to reach the shore. His compan-
ions begged him not to further imperil
his life, but the brave fellow silenced their
entreaties, and after divesting himself of
his heavy clothing, struckjout for shore.
He is a powerful swimmer, but his mus-

cular arms and iron will wero hardly a
fair match with the foaming breakers
that thundered along the beach. But he
fought the battle manfully and was
buoyci up by the feeble cheers of his ship-
wrecked companions, who eagerly
watched the struggling form of the hero
as he rose and fell with the waves until
he gained the shore. Stopping but for a
moment to salute those who were still on
the wreck, Danforth made his way to u
farm house, and after uttering a few
words, fell fainting to the iloor. He was
picked up and kindly cared for
and to-nig- is out of danger. Tho
farmer made out that a vessel was in dis-
tress, and at once set off for Manistee.
He reached here with his horse reeking
with foam and in a few minutes the life-savin- g

crew were hurrying to the rescue
with their beach apparatus. On reaching
a point abreast of the wreck the howitzer
was trained into line and a well directed
shot scut the life-lin- e over the tug. It was
within easy reach of the men, and they
hauled the hawser aboard and made it
fast. The breeches buoy was then sent
out, and the first to como ashore was
young Darreli, who is only a boy. The
hawser had not been made taut out and
the slack permitted the buoy to sag
through the surf. Darreli was insensible
when lie was pulled ashore, but is now re-

covering. The others were safely taken
from the wreck, one at a time, Captain
Johnson being the last. It was almost
noon when the work of saving human life
was over.

ANOTIIER TnitlLL-IX- SCENE.

Iii the meantime another thrilling scene
was being enacted sixteen miles south of
here. About eight o'clock the Dewey,
having been driven before the gale, ar-

rived off Big Point au Sablo with a flag of
distress flying from her mizzen rigging.
The patrofatthe life-savin- g station located
thero sighted the signal and in a few
minutes the entire crew were pulling
through tho boiling seas. They had cover-
ed about one-ha- lf the distance between tho
shore and the vessel, when the flag was
suddenly hauled to the truck of the fore-
mast The Dewey then stood away on her
course and tho life-savin- g crew, realizing
that they had been tricked by a vessel that
simply wanted a tug, started to return to
their station. They had pulled but a short
distance when their life-bo- at struck a bar
and capsized. The entire crew was thrown
into the sea and the boat did not right
again. Orrin Hatch and John Smith, two
surfmen, were drowned. It is thought
they must have been struck by the bow ol
the boat as both instantly sank from
sight, Captain Flynn, who was in com-

mand, climbed upon the bottom of the boat
with tho aid of surfman Ludwig.
He appeared to bo injured and war-gaspin- g

as in great agony. The rest of
the crew, Michael King, Matthew Yore
and Thos. Vishart, caught hold of the life
lines and held on until tho boat dragged
ashore. Captain Flyun was taken into the
station, but ho soon died. He was for-

merly stationed at at the Manitous, and
was transferred to Big Point au Sable last
spring. He leaves a wife and two small
children. Orrin Hatch was a resident of
Ludington, Mich., where he leaves a wife.
John Smith was single. His relatives live
at St. Joseph. Mich., which was at one
time the home of Captain Flynn.

stand together in the event of a strike. A
call for a delegate meeting of both organi-
zations has been issued for next Saturday
at Scottdale, at which a joint board will bo
formed whose duty it will be to move for
another conference with tho operators on
the demands already made. Arbitration
of tho difference between tho operators
and employes will now be insisted upon.
A refusal on the part of the operators will
precipitate another general strike in the
coke regions involving 13,000 men.

CAN'T BE BELIEVED.

Sir. Blaine's Late Statement Regarding
ClTll-SrrvI- ce Reform Applied to the
Test of His Public Record and Known
Character.
It was hoped that Mr. Blaine would

be permitted to retire to the reflective
shades of his Augusta home, after re-

ducing the Republican plurality in
Pennsylvania from 81,000 to 45,000,
without being called on to deny any
of the reports of his stump oratory.
Every precautionhe now tells us, was
taken to make these reports conform not
to what he said but what he wished pub-lishedth- at

he hadsaid, and yetone re-

port got abroad that has called for a de-

nial from the champion denier of the
country. His speeches were accurately
reported, he tells us, for the Philadel-
phia Press by skilled stenographers,
and yet a speech of his at Hunt-
ington, Pa., has been so "per-
verted" That he has been accused
of "repudiating the Civil-Servi- ce re-

form with a sneer." It is unfortunate
for Mr. Blaine that the public is used
to his denials, and takes them for just
what they are worth "springes to
catch woodcocks." Since his' cele-
brated denial of April 24, 1876, of any
interest in certain railway projects, ex-

cept as as an investing purchaser,
was proved false in the face of
Congress and of the world by his own
letters, no person or politician has ever
accepter as true any denial by Air.
Blaine ip any thing in whieh he had
an interest. People may admire him
and political managers may worship
him, but no one places any dependence
on his word or disingenuousness. His
reputation for veracity has been shat-
tered into too many fragments to be
patched into a water-holdin-g vessel
again.

In regard to the matter of his pres-
ent denial, he is entitled to the widest
circulation of his declared conversion
to the principle of Civil-Servi- ce re-

form. It is so adroitly put that we re-

peat his words. "It is scarcely neces-
sary to say," he writes, "that I have
never repudiated reform in the civil
service, nor abated my interest there-
in." When it is recalled that Mr.
Blaine, as Speaker of the House of
Representatives, appointed the com-
mittee on the subject which toma-
hawked the reform and executed the
historical war-dan- ce over its corpse,
the true inwardness of his use of the
word "repudiate" may be perceived.
He never had any part in the reform
to repudiate. He never took any fa-

voring interest in it to abate. From
the day he appeared in Washington as
a lobbyist for the Spencer rille manu-
facturers to the present time, the whole
tenor of his utterances and practices
have been inimical to the reform.
His political life and methods have
been one sneer at it, and to-da- y no-

body would believe him were he
to say, with Henry Cabot Lodge:
"I approve the principle that
employment in those oflices
in the civil service tho duties of which
arc administrative and not political
should be open on equal terms to
every citizen without regard to part-- .

If elected, I should favor the speedy
extension of the present reformed sj's-te- m

to all ollices and employments of
the Government to which it is applica-
ble, and L favor the repeal of the laws
which vacate a large number of non-politic- al

ollices even four years, and
the substitution therefor of a tenure
during good behavior."

Even if Mr. Blaine were to make
such a declaration as this the people
would not believe he meant it; and
politicians would exchange winks with
Mr. Blaine behind the people's back.
All his prattle about aping English
civil-servi- ce methods is demagogy, for
Mr. Blaine is too able a man not to
know that the part of wise statesman-
ship is to take leaves from the experi-
ence of every nation and people now
struggling with the problem of gov-
ernment or that ever sank beneath the
weight of false leaders and selfish
statesmen. His idea of American Civil-Ser-

vice reform is embraced in the
Jacksonian maxim: " To the victors
belong the spoils." Chicago News.

CLEVELAND AND FRIENDS.
Absurdity of the Charge of Dissensions

In the Official
When certain critics of the Adminis-

tration are short of other ammunition
for their guns, they fall back upon the
oft-repeat- ed charges of unpleasantness
in the relations between the President
and the members of his Cabinet How
absurd most of the stories of this char-

acter are when confronted with tho
facts! And none is more absurd than
the one which is often repeated, that
the President is a sort of petty despot
who has changed the official relation
of Cabinet officers from the old one of
advisers to that of clerks in charge,
though not in control, of the several
departments.

The writers who are continually
putting afloat assertions of this char-
acter know very well that they can not
be denied ex cathedra. The Pre-ide- nt

and the several members of his Cab-
inet alone can with a knowledge of
the facts dispute such assertions, but
for the President, or any member of
bis official faniiby, to enter into a de-

nial of such allegations would be in-

compatible with the dignity of the
oflices they hold. Fortunately, how-
ever, the common sense of the Amer-
ican public can be reached, even though
direct denials from the interested per-
sons can not be had. The logic of
facts in this as in other matters is in-

disputable.
What are h facts as to Mr. Cleve-

land and his Cabinet that are known
or ma' be learned by every one? Mr.
Cleveland came into office as President
without practical experience of National
Administration. He selected ashisCab-inetoffice- rs

three men of long experience
in national affairs as Representatives
and Senators in Congress; three whose
services in the higher line of political
organization had made their names
household words in their party, and
the seventh a jurist of ur. Questioned
ability and respectability. This Cab-
inet, thus selected, he has held intact
for nearly two years, longer than any
President since Van Buren, except
Presidents Fillmore and Pierce, who
did not change their Cabinets at all,
and Buchanan, whose 'Cabinet lasted
three years without a change in its per-
sonnel. Harrison changed the mem-
bership of his Cabinet in the first year
of his administration. Polk in the fust
year reorganized his. Lincoln changed
his Secretaries of War in the first year
after his election. Grant changed his
Secretary of State and of the Interior
within a month, and Hayes within two
years changed his Secretaries of War
and of the Interior, his Postmast&r-Gencr- al

and his Attorney-Genera-l.

In spite of assaults upon almost
every member of his Cabinet, whieh
have been characterized by malice,
mendacity and violence, Mr. Cleve-
land's official family in the twenti'-lir- st

month of its establishment remains the
same as it was when he gathered it
about him on March 4, ISSn.

In view of these facts alone, can any
thinking person credit the assertion
that there have been serious differences
in Mr. Cleveland's Cabinet or that he
has treated his Cabinet officers with
disrespect? Is it credible that Secre-
tary Baj'ard, with his seventeen years
of experience of public life, would sub-
mit to be treated as a mere executive
clerk by a man who was a novice in
National affairs when he had attained
to the degree of master? That Mr.
Lamar, a representative statesman of
the South, who was a national
legislator ere Mr. Cleveland had
cast his first vote, would permit
himself to be thus slighted?
That Mr. Manning, Mr. Cleveland's
friend and counsellor before the Presi-
dency had dawned upon his wildest
ambition; his guiding spirit in later
days and the manager of his cam-
paign for election to the ollice of
Chief Magistrate, would brook such
treatment now? Each of these three
has had excellent opportunities to
withdraw from the Cabinet, without
trouble, had they wished it, and yet
they remained beside their chief.
Surely, the common sense of the
American people will assume that
these men did remain because they
desired to assist that chief in adminis-
tering the laws of the land, not as ex-
ecutive clerks, but as advisers and
counsellors. And so with all the
others.

And in like manner with regard to
the stories of discord and disagree-
ment within the Cabinet. The stand-
ing of the gentlemen who compose it,
and the fact that they show no disposi-
tion to retire from it, ought to be suf-
ficient proof that there is no founda-
tion for statements which discredit
their high character, and which go un-

contradicted by them, for the sole rea-
son that the dignity of the office they
hold does not permit of their stooping
to resent such imputations. Ar. Y.
